It is the field of law dealing with aspects of constitutional provisions, such as restrictions 
on government powers and guarantees of rights.” It is also the body of law deriving from the U.S. Constitution and dealing 


primarily with governmental powers, civil rights, and civil liberties.° 


In constitutional law, the word "constitution" implies the written instrument agreed upon by the people as the absolute rule of 
action and decision for all departments and officers of government, in respect to all points covered by it, which must control
